WASHINGTON — UP - Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower called today for 
a new m easure of American unity 
and effort to continue prosperity 
at home and m eet the continuing 
threat of “ a strongly arm ed im­ 
perialistic diiA aU w ^h^-m yroaC - 
In his annual State of the Union 
m essage, Mr. Eisenhower asked 
not only for the coopei wion of 
Congress but “ a personal effort 
of dedication,” by every Ameri­ 
can to help establish “ a secure 
world order.” He said that in 
such a world the United States 
can continue to prosper and re­ 
sources "now dissipated on 
the 
arm am ents of w ar” can be re­ 
leased by all nations to help raise 
the world standard of living. 
Mr. Eisenhower delivered his 
3500-word m essage in person be­ 
fore a joint session of the House 
and Senate. 
On the domestic front, Mr. E i­ 
senhower found America enjoy­ 
ing an “ unprecedented peak” of 
prosperity. But he said there is 
a continuing threat of inflation 
which can m aterially dam age the 
current economy. 
He called on business to avoid 
“ unnecessary price increases” at
